the head of the firm which handles most of the offload- 
ing and forwarding of refugee food supplies, and the 
officials who supervise the actual handling of the 
refugee -bound food supplies. refcouns also called on 
the deputy director of the national logistic cell, the 
army organization responsible for much of the transport 
of food supplies. all expressed relief that the 40-day 
slowdown in karachi port had ended on may 13. fortu- 
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nately, this had occurred during the slow season when 
there were only one or two shipments of refugee relief 
goods coming through the port. karachi trust port 
officials emphasized the cost to pakistan of the refugee 
food supplies, which are admitted to pakistan duty-free 
and with little or no demurrage charges. refcouns plans 
to return to karachi in late summer to observe handling 
of refugee relief goods ouring busy season before 
making formal recommendations to the wfp on ways to 
improve port monitoring.
